The men had been attracted by adver- | 
tisements in some American newspapers 
circulating in India, announcing that 
wages of £1 a day could be earned in 
Vancouver. They booked passages In an 
Italian ship whose captain attempted to 
land them at Buenos Aires intending to 
send them on to Vancouver, but on the 
refusal of the Argentine authorities to 
permit this the shipping company 
brough*+ them on to England. Hence t‘e 
appeal to the Indian office in London 
for support in securing an entry to 
Vancouver 

The authorities were unable to comply 
with this request, but offered to pay 
their passage back to India by the next 
ale A furthe request was put forward | 
by sone of them that thev should be | 
given land on their return as compensa- | 
tion, and it required the personal inter- 
vention of Sir James Dunlop Smith, 
A. D. C., to the secretary of state for 
India and Sir Theodore Morrison tv ex- 
plain that it was impossible to accede 
to this request. The unfortunate travel- 
ers were only induced to move on after 
considerable persuasion,

LONDON—In these days when the 
demand for an ever-increasing rate 
of traffic in most of the big cities 
of the world is so great it is not 
surprising to hear that Londoners 
can now find a combined train and 
omnibus route to Windsor, start- 
ing every five minutes and convey- 
ing them over 12 miles of the way 
by road service, at the modest 
charge of sixpence. This is the first 
big development of the scheme 
which follows the combination of 
the District railway, Tubes and 
London General Omnibus Company 
for metropolitan and suburban

TRADE BOARD LOSES CASE 
DUE TO QUALITY OF PAPER 


(Special to the Monitor) 


LONDON—Apparently mould-made anc hand-made paper are to all in- 
tents and purposes the same. This was the outcome of the judgment given 
at the Tower Bridge police court, summonses having been taken out against 
James Spicer & Sons, Ltd., by the board of trade under the merchandise 
marks act, for applying the false trade description “hand-made” to certain 
note-paper and envelopes. Cecil Chapman, in delivering judgment, said he 
had come to the conclusion that the defendants, Messrs, Spicer & Sons, had 
been innocent victims of a series of mistakes. It was said that the de- 
fendants should keep an expert to decide which was hand-made and which 
mould-made, but even the elect were liable to be deceived. The quality 
of the two was practically the same, and the ordinary customer did not care 
two straws about the distinction. The mistakes were bona fide, and the 
defendants had fulfilled the onus of proving that in sending out this paper 
they were innocent of any intention to infringe the act. The summons 
was dismissed with 10 guinea costs against the board of trade.
